Not¬ 
ing that no two crops in suc¬ 
cessive years are the same, he 
opined that the 1970-71 crop 
will be of lighter weight, but 
probably higher in quality, 
thereby eliminating any rea¬ 
son for allotment cuts. 

— Ernest B. Hillenmeyer 
Jr., Maysville, president of 
the Burley Leaf Tobacco 
Dealers Association, who 
pointed out that this is the 
fisrt year in the past five in 
which production has ex¬ 
ceeded disappearance. The 
present quota, he sc id, “is 
about right.” 

— Glen H. McCauley, Cyn- 
thiana, president of the bur- 
ley Farmers Advisory Council. 
He recalled that growers had 
been subject to a 10 per cent 
cut in both 1964 and 1965 and 
a 15 per cent slesh in 1966. 
‘These cuts have been taken 
without any improvement in 
the supply-disappearance ratio. 
Each time a reduction in al¬ 
lotment is made the burden 
in these cuts is taken by few¬ 
er and fewer growers'” 

— Clyde York, vice presi¬ 


dent of the Tennessee Farm 
Bureau. "This is no panic sit¬ 
uation," said York, ‘ and no 
cut is justified at this time. ’ 

— Golden Canady, chair¬ 
man of the Ohio Farm Bur¬ 
eau's tobacco committee. 

' There is no need for a cut 
until all the figures are in 
and we can tvaluate the sit¬ 
uation,” he commented. 

Most of the speakers agreed 
that a new program for to¬ 
bacco is urgently needed—by 
1971 at the latest. Al ! stres¬ 
sed that if a cut should be 
necessary, it must be kept at 
the bare minimum. 

One outspoken farmer— 
Benjamin F. Ferguson II, who 
raises 10 acres of burley in 
Scott and Bourbon counties 
—advised USDA officials to 
“sit down with the farmers, 
not the organizations—they've 
got axes to grind and mem¬ 
berships to sell—and figure 
out a program.” 

Ferguson, who said he had 
been involved in the tobacco 
industry in the past as e ware¬ 
houseman and a manufactu¬ 
rer's representative "to learn 
both sides of the coin,” term¬ 
ed the current high pooling 
level “nothing to worry about. ’ 

He said the cigarette man¬ 
ufacturers were in a tight- 
money situation. "They’ve 
having to borrow money at 
8.78 per cent interest in New 
York—it's just good business 
to let tobacco go to the pool 
this year and buy it back 
later when the squeeze is off." 

However, support for an al¬ 
lotment cut was shown in 
seme quarters. 

Roy B. Davis Jr. of the 
Virginia Department ol Agri¬ 
culture reported his depart- 
j ment advocates a 15 per cent 
uut. He said the Virginia Bur- 
i ley Association was asking a 
10 per cent reduction. 

Proponents of a cut cited 
a need for stability in supply 
and demand. 

At the outset of the meet¬

Monday’s belt-wide average 
was $68 95 and the state average 
on Tuesday on Kentucky nwr- 
no Tuesday on Kentucky mar¬ 
kets dropped back to $69.41. a 
slight loss due to lower quality 
of offerings. Volume too was 
lighter Tuesday. 

The Burley Tobacco Growers 
Cooperatice received 30.9% of 
Monday’s offerings at support 
prices and about the same a- 
mount Tuesday. 

Monday’s sales brought the 
season’s total to 512.5 million 
pounds for a season average of 
$69.69, and the burley co-op 
has received a total of 27.7% of 
the season’s offerings at supporv 
prices under the pool arrange¬ 
ment. 

Price averages on nearby 
markets Tuesday were — Lex¬ 
ington $71.43; Mt. Sterling $70.- 
47; Maysville $69.60; Morehead 
S69.15, and Winchester $68.54. 

Some markets in Tennessee 
and North Carolina closed for 
the season and markets in Ken¬ 
tucky at Paducah and Hopkins¬ 
ville will close Jan. 16. On oth¬ 
er markets space was available 
for quick sales, said the State 
Marketing News Letter.

Army Captain Glenn A. Dal¬ 
ton of Attacia, Ohio has been 
awarded the Soldier’s Medal, 
the nation’s highest award for 
heroism in a non-combat situa¬ 
tion.

in the past. 

Chlorinated hydrocarbon in¬ 
secticides, with the exception 
of endosulfan (Thiodan), are 
not being recommended for 
use on tobacco this year. This 
i* in order to reduce the level 
of chlorinated hydrocarbon 
residues in cured leaf. 

The Extension Service says 
a reduction in chlorinated hy¬ 
drocarbon residues will pro¬ 
bably be necessary in order to 
maintain a continued market 
demand for cured leaf. 

For this reason certain ch¬ 
lorinated hydrocarbons are no 
longer recommended for use 
in tobacco, either mixed with 
fertilizers or as sprays or 
dusts.

The DES Employment Service 
office in Morehead serves Mor¬ 
gan and five other counties. 
Employment Service offices of¬ 
fer manpower services including 
employment counseling, testing, 
and placement to job-ready Ken¬ 
tuckians with emphasis in im- j 
proving the employability of the \ 
disadvantaged. 

From January through Octob 
er 1969, 42 persons were placed 
in agricultural jobs and 331 
placed in non-agriculaural jobs 
in the six-county area through 
the Employment Service office. 

In Morgan county during fiscal I 
1968 1969, an average of 1,480 
people were eligible to receive 
public assistance payments 
monthly. These payments to the 
county’s aged, blind and disab¬ 


led, and to families with de¬ 
pendent children totaled $752,- 
748. 

1,851 Food Stamp 
Recipients 

To date this fiscal year, the 
average monthly number of food 
stamp recipients in Morgan 
County is 1,851, and the total 
bonus value of the stamps—the 
difference in the amount of 
money paid for stamps and their 
redeemable value for food — is 
$84,791. 

Eight county youth are par¬ 
ticipating in the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Project, a DES program 
providing both counseling ser¬ 
vices and $50 monthly grants to 
young college students from 
public assistance families. 

Another education project ad¬ 
ministered by DES is the Voca¬ 
tional Opportunity Project which 
provides counseling and a $75 
monthly grant to youth from 
welfare families. Three county 
youth participate in VOP this 
year. 

Since the start of the Work 
Incentive (WIN) program in 
December 1968, 46 women in 
this county have been enrolled. 
The program is designed to ed¬ 
ucate and train for employment 
mothers receiving aid to fam¬ 
ilies with dependent children. 
WIN operates in 23 counties in

Thomas B. Thompson, social 
' security district manager in 
Ashland, warns that rei-ently 
completed studies indicate 
about 10% of ail disabled 
workers on social security 
have lost some benefits be¬ 
cause of failure to file timely 
applications. In other sample 
studies it was shown that in 
about 20% of allowed claims 
for adults disabled in child¬ 
hood, the loss of benefits 
averaged over 66 months. 

Most people are aware of 
the retirement benefits social 
security provides, bu: many 
are unfamiliar with the dis¬ 
ability protection. A concen¬ 
trated effort is now under¬ 
way to prevent further loss of 
benefits for persons who qua¬ 
lify under the law. 

You may be entitled to dis¬ 
ability benefits under social 
jecurity if: 

• you have worked in a 
covered job but have been 
out of work due to physical 
or mental disability, or 

• you are the disabled wi¬ 
dow of a wage earner and 
you are at least fifty years 
of age, or 

• you were physically or 
mentally disabled during child¬ 
hood and your retired or de¬ 
ceased parent worked in a 
social security job.
